BRITISH BOOK NEWS 


HARDY THE NOVELIST. David Cecil. Constable, 7s. 6d. 


In these Clark lectures for 1942, Lord David Cecil gives a critical appreciation—as 
distinct from a sociological, psychological or political interpretation—of Hardy’s 
novels and estimates his place in English literature. (920) 


IVAN TURGENEV. J. A. T. Lloyd. Hale, 12s. 6d. 


The author presents a study of Turgenev’s work in the framework of his life and 
discusses his relations with two other great Russian writers, Tolstoy and Dostoevsky. 
Born in 1818, Turgenev left Russia for Western Europe in 1856, settling in Paris 
in 1871 until his death in 1883. In this city, most of his major work was done, 
though he revisited Russia in his last years. Ulustrated. (920) 


THE TWO MARSHALS: BAZAINE AND PETAIN. Philip Guedalla. Hodder & 
Stoughton, 10s. 6d. 


The careers of the two marshals, Bazaine and Petain, cover four generations from 
the fall of Napoleon to Verdun and Vichy in the twentieth century. Mr. Guedalla 
sets these two statesmen, the foci of French politics, against the historical back- 
ground of France during the last hundred years. Illustrated. Map. (920) 


FAREWELL, MY YOUTH. Arnold Bax. Longmans, Green. 7s. 6d. 


Sir Arnold Bax’s book of reminiscences cover a full and varied life. The author, 
recognized as one of the leading British composers and recently created Master of 
the King’s Musick, met many literary as well as musical figures and has some 
interesting things to say of Yeats and ‘‘A.E.’’ whom he met in Dublin. (920) 


BUNYAN CALLING: A VOICE FROM THE SEVENTEENTH CENTURY. M. P. 
Willcocks. Allen & Unwin, 12s. 6d. 


The figure of John Bunyan, the ‘‘inspired tinker,’’ is etched against the religious 
and political background of a period that has many parallels with our own. It is 
perhaps for this reason that his message has an almost universal appeal to-day. (920) 


TWENTY-FIVE YEARS: 1892-1916. Lord Grey of Fallodon. Hodder & 
Stoughton, 3 vols., 9s. 6d. 


For most of the twenty-five years covered by this summary of events leading up to 
the Great War, Lord Grey was at the Foreign Office. In.this book he discusses the 
politics of the times and, based on relative material, is able to give an unbiassed 
opinion as to the general causes of the war. Cheap edition. (920) 


BETWEEN TWO WARS. J. A. Spender. Cassell, 8s. 6d. 


This survey of the period between the two world wars covers the causes of the 
break up of Europe, the failure of the League of Nations to curb aggression and 
of the economic and political crises culminating in the present war. (940.5) 


WINSTON CHURCHILL. Lewis Broad. Hutchinson, 2 vols., 1s. each. 


A biography of the Prime Minister up to the signing of the Atlantic Charter in 
1941. Cheap edition. 


DAWN IN SIBERIA: THE MONGOLS OF LAKE BAIKAL. G. D. R. Phillips. 
Muller, 10s. 6d. 


Russia, though its population consists of many different races, fights as one united 

nation. Mr. Phillips, in this first-hand study of the Buryat-Mongols of Lake Baikal, 

shows why they link themselves so firmly with Soviet Russia. He describes the life 

of the ordinary people in this little-known area, and among other incidents tells 

a a Soviet election is run, and how Axis fifth columnists are rooted out.

The author, an authority on the flora and fauna of Great Britain, surveys the rich 
variety and differing habitats in the British Isles, sketches the changes of British 
wild life through the centuries, and discusses the work of the naturalists White, 
Darwin, Wilson, Jefferes, Hudson and Barbellion. The last chapter deals with the 
work of the Bureau of Animal Population at Oxford. 37 illustrations, including
